RESULT OF THURSDAY’S MEETs 


ING AT SANTA ANA. 


A Bill Proposed to Afford Relléf 


from Overflow and Protect 
Property Along the’ 
Water Courses. : 


As announced in THe Times of yester- 


day, the meeting between the Boards of 
Supervisore of Los Angeles and Orange 
counties and the Senetors and Assembly- 
men from the Seventy-sixth and Seventy- 
eighth Districts, held at Santa Ana on 
Thursday, the object being to confer upon 
the matter of river beds, was. productive ef . 
good results. 


In the past a great deal of damage has 


been done in thiscounty by rivers changing 
their courses during the rainy season and 
overflowing fertile land, destroying vines 
and improvements of various kinda.’ 


This was what the meeting met to con« 
sider, and to pave the way ,for the prepara- 
tion of a bill which could, upon being 
enacted by the Legislature and signed by 


the Governor, afford relief and protect prop- 


erty. 

A bill was proposed vesting the supervi- 
sion of the rivers in the Boards of Supervi- 
sors of the several counties, providing that 


they shall make a survey of the rivers and 


declare official beds for them, which finding — 
shall be transmitted to Sacramento and the .

PUBLIC WORKS. 


Recommendations Adopted by the 
Board Yesterday. 
The Board of Public Works held its regu- 


lar weekly meeting yesterday, at which the 


following recommendations were adopted 
for submission to the Council Monday: 

On the motion of Mr. Van Dusen, asking 
that wooden sidewalks be laid on State 
street, East Side, between Downey avenue 
and Hawkins street. 

The board suggests that this calls a 
new departure in the matter of sidewalks, 
There are no specificationsafor wooden side- 
walks for the city. Whileitis a fact that 
wooden sidewalks were done away with in 
the city some years ago, we recognize the 
fact that they might be admissible in outly- 
ing districts for the purpose of approaching 
school buildings, etc. The City Engineer is 
recommended to prepare an ordinance of 
intention for the laying of this board walk.

The Outlook for Freight 
Business Flattering. 


WHAT COL. HECHTMAN SAYS 


Vice-President 


Crocker of the 
Southern Pacific on the Gould 
Combination—No Advance 
in Rates Probable. 


Col. A. J. Hechtman, local freight agent 
for the Union Pacific, who has been-in San 
Francisco and the Northern portion of the 
State during the past few weeks, returned 
home yesterday on No. 19, and was seen at 
his office bya Times man. Mr. Hechtman 
found business improving up North, but it 
does not seem to have that healthy appear- 
ance that is noticable on all sides in thisend 
of the State. He is arranging for a boomin 
the freight business during the coming 
season. The orange crop, which is just 
coming in promises to be much larger than 
it has ever been, and as the Eastern people 
are crying for early California vegetables, 
shipments in this line promise to be very 
large. | 

During Mr. Hechtman’s stay in San 
Francisco he did not hear anything about 
the threatened changes in the general of- 
fices of the Southern Pacific, and thinks he 
would have heard sumething if there is any 
truth in the report that Mr. ‘Towne will re 
sign almost immediately. 

MR. CROCKER ON THE COMBINE. 

Vice-President U. F. Crocker of the 
Southern Pacific, in an interview with a 
Chronicle reporter a day or two ago, speak- 
ing about the Gould combination, to which 
eighteen roads now belong, said that though 
the new association has not been organized, 
there is little doubt that it will be in a very 
few weeks, because the parties to the exiat- 
ing agreement are the presidents or vice- 
presidents of the roads whose  ac- 
tion has still to be, and undoubt- 
edly will be, supported by the borrds of di 
rectors of the several companies.

defeat the ends for which the increase 18 
made,”’ 

Questions as to whether the combination 
had been formed with a view of repealing 
the anti-pool clause of the Interstate Com- 
meres Act, Mr. Crocker said that though the 
law may be amended, such amendment will 
not follow as the result of the organization.

The status of affairs {political in

and at all times when a question of 
good government has arisen which de- 
inanded attention and consideration, 
the Republican party has been its gal- 
lant champion until the country has 
come to look to it as the reformer of 
abuses and the leader of advanced 
thought in politics and the science of a 
government of, for and by the people. 
Today a question presses which can 
no longer be evaded or trifled with.

But time has taught us that this is 
not the only obnoxious’ immigration 
that lands upon our shores. There 
pours out of every steamer that lands 
at Castle Garden in New York a horde 
of foreigners who threuten the auton- 
omy of this country more than ever 
did the almond-eyed little men who 
come from the land of Confucius, 


for these immigrants. become voters 


and it is only a. question of time 
until the foreign element will hold the 
balance of power in this country, leav- 
ing alone the question of the lowering 
of wages and the debasement of Amer- 
ican labor. 

Hence the people call upon the Re-

The Bad Lands Hostfles Sur- 
rounded by Troops. 


Gen. Miles Preparing a General Ad- 
vance from Koth Sides, 


The Reports of a Battle at Daly’s 
Ranch Prove False. 


Red Cloud Says That His Followers 
Have Been Starved by the 
Government—Dancing 
in Oklahoma. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Ravip City (S, D.,) Dec, 19.—[By 
the Associated Press.} Four hundred 
men of the Seventeenth Infantry 
started today for Gen. Carr’s camp at 


Gen. Miles how has concentrated there 
about twelve hundred men with artillery 
There is a large encampment of hostile 
Indians in the Grass Basin of the Bad 
Lands, about ten miles from Gen. 
Carr’s camp, and the Indians have 
been making raids on the ranches from 
there. Troops are now being dispersed 
to guard every pass and outlet, and 
the cavalry is scouting about to inter- 
cept Sitting Bull’s followers, who are 
supposed to be heading for that point. 
The indications are that Gen. Miles 
proposes holding the Indians in the 
basin until ready to make a movement 
into the Bad Lands simultaneously 
with Gen. Brooke’s forces. As the 
troops are disposed of now, it appears 
that the escape of the hostiles is im- 
possible. 

DENVER, Dec. 19.—A News special 
received early this morning from the 
camp on the Cheyenne river, by courier 
to Rapid City, says: From twenty to 
thirty ranchers rode into camp today. 
All ayree that the Indians are aug- 
menting their forces and growing 
boider hourly. It was ascertained 
early this morning that the deserted 
ranch and outlying buildings of 
& man named Wilson were burned 
to the ground last night, having first 
been looted. Hon. M. H. Day, aide- 
de-camp to Gov. Metlete, reports that 
besides seventy tepees between Battle 
and Spring Creeks, he saw another 
large band furthér down the Cheyenne 
river. He thinks that they number at 
least 300, and estimates that they had 
1000 head of ponies and a large pum- 
ber of cattle with them, mostof which 
were stolen. 

Early this morping Gen. Carr sent 
Capt. Stanton, Sixth cavalry, with his 
troop, about sixty men, to scout and 
look around for Indians in the Bud 
ands. Three heliograph stations were 
established, one in camp, one up on 
top of the high bluffs, and one which 
had followed up nearly as prac- 
ticable Capt. Stadtoh command. A 
soldier from the heliograph station re- 
ported to Gen. Carr that Capt. Stanton 
wasinan engagement with the In- 
dians. Gen. Carr’. gave orders for 
Lieut. Scott and Troep D to go to his 
assistance, Lateg. Capt. Stanton, 
and the ‘other troop returned. .It is 
learned that he had ski

when the Indians escaped to 

Lands. Capt. Stanton followed them 
for some time, but fearing an ambush, 
withdrew his troop and returned to 


camp. 

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) Dec. 19.—A 
Rapid City, S.. D., special says: Re- 
portsof engagements between troops 
and Indians at Daly’s ranch and other 
points are false. There have been 
three skirmishes between the Indians 
and Co]. M. H. Day’s command of set- 
tlers and cowboys, numbering fifty 
men. The last one on Tuesday was a 
hotone. The Indians attempted to 
burn the hay-stacks’at Daly’s ranch, 
but were driven off by Col. Day and 
ten men. A band of 150 hostiles is 
moving westward fifty miles south of 
hore in Butte county. Eighty men of 
the Ninth Cavalry andesixty Cheyenne 
scouts have been sent after them. 
PIERRE (8S. D.,) Dec. 19.—George 
Morris, a storekeeper at Cheyenne 
City, near the mouth of Cherry Creek, 
has just arrived. He says that the en- 
tire population, twenty families, also a 
number of friendly Indians. have left 
there, some going to Fort Bennet, some 
to The Oaks and others to Pierre. He 
says that just before leaving, night be- 
fore last, twenty Indians from Sitting 
Bull’s band arrived and _. held 
a big council with the Cherry- 
creek Indians to se@ whether they 
should fight or--not, and they were 
joined after the council by over 150 
Cherokees, all of whom started for the 
Bad Lands. Morris says that during 
the time the refugees were getting 
away tothe Bad Landssharp firing 
was heard between the Indian police 
and the hostiles; that a battle was, no 
doubt, fought, but as the settlers made 
haste toretire to the town they can 
give no further particulars. As troops 
were ordered tothat point yesterday, 
it is believed that the hostiles were 
routed and captured. Morris savs that 
Sitting Bull’s Indians are well armed 
and determined to avenge Bull’s death. 
OMAHA, Dec. 19.—A special from 
Camp Carr, on the Cheyenne River, 
says: John Farnham, a scout, was to- 
day placed under arrest. Farnham is 
suspected of giving information con- 
cerning the movements of the troops 
to the hostiles. He is a squaw man. 
The troops are ready for movement as 
soon as orders are received and will 
have no difficulty in penetrating to 
the Indian stronghold. Several easy 
routes have been found in and out of 
the so-called impregnable stronghold, 

BULL HEAD BURIED. | 

Fort Yates (N. D.,) Dec. 19.— 
Buli Iead’s body was buried today 
with military honors. His squaw, who 
Was up op Cannon Ball River when she 
heard of the fight, started at once for 
Fort Yates, and walked eighty miles 
without rest, She reached her hus- 
band just before his death, and fell in 
a faint when admitted to the room. 
More than forty of Sitting Bull’s fol- 
lowers have reported to the agent and 
are nowin camp close by. The re- 
mainder are reported to be south of 
the reservation near Moreau River.

THE CREEKS AND THE MESSIAT. 
Kansas CiTy, Dec. 19.—A Guthrie 
dispatch says that a number of Creek 
Indians asserted today that their people 
had not any sympathy with the Mes- 
siah craze, although Sitting Bull had 
sent couriers to all the different tribes 
to incite an uprising.

Infected Orchards a Public Nulsance 
{Rural Californian.] . 

The meeting of all the Horticultural 
Commissioners from the different coun- 
ties of the State at Santa Cruz last} 
month to agree upon some adequate 
law to grapple. with the vexatious 
insect pest question, was well attended 
and was in every sense a success. The 
commissioners agreed unanimously 
upon @ law which the coming session 
of the Legislature will be asked to 
pass, the salient poin’s of which are: 

First—It gives to the various county 
boards of horticultural commissioners 
the authority to declare an infected 
orchard a public nuisance, and gives 
them police powers to abate it. 

Second—The cost of the same shall 
be but nominal (actual cost of abating 
it only to be charged against the prop- 
erty) and payable to the County Treas- 
urer the same as any other claim. 

Third—If payment is refused, or in 
case of non-resident owners, the ex- 
pense shall be,entered aguinst the 
property. 

This practically gives the commis- 
sioners the requisite power to rid the 
country of scale. Declaring an in- 
fected orchard a nuisance the owner 
will of course be given sufficient time 
to abate the same, and failing to dogo, 
the commissioners will have it cleaned, 
and the expense of the same paid by 
the respective counties, and the claim 
entered against the land like any other 
tax lien, which will of coursa have to 
be paid at some time, or the title to 
the praperty will be affected and depre- 
ciated.

‘A WIDOW’S STORY.-« 


Serious Charges Against 
Metzler and Harris. 


A DEED THAT IS_ MISSING 


| A San Francisco Woman Accuses 


Them of Having Viviated a 
Trust, in Connection with 
Some Property. 


The San Francisco Chronicle of Thurs- 
day publishes the following: 

“Mrs. C, Kappold, a widow living at_ No. 
724 Filbert street, applied at Police Court 
No. 2 fora warrant yesterday, and told a 
sad tale. She said that two and a half 
months ago she went to Theodore C. Metz- 
ler, a private detective, to have him pay the 
taxes ona lot in Los Angeles, which she 
valued at $500. ‘Che woman says she offered 
to give Metzler the amount necessary to 
y the taxes, but be declined to take it. 
le said he wanted the deeds, which he 
would send to his partner in Los Angeles, 
Emil Harris, also a private detective, who 
would find out the amount of the taxes first. 
Mrs. Kappold returned next day and gave 
Metzler the deeds, which he said would be 
returned in a few days. 

‘Che days grew into weeks and the weeks 
into months, and every time the weman 
pleaded for the return of her deeds Metzler 
assured her that it would bo all right; that 
his partner was in possession of them. Mrs. 
Kappold became alarmed at the delay and 
wrote to the Treasurer of Los Angeles to 
find out the amount of ber taxes, and to her 
surprise she received a reply stating that 
Emil Harris had paid the taxes and had 
the amount credited in his name, 

“The woman claims that Harris and 
Metz:er are endeavoring to defraud her of 
her property. Sane has a daughter 15 years 
old and ason 17 years old. Her husband, 
who died twelve years ago, was an old resi- 
dent of Los Angeies, where he owned con- 
siderable property, but it was gradually 
sold by his widow, until nothing remains 
today but the lot which Mrs. Rappold main- 
tains has been taken possession of by 
Private Detectives Metzler and Harris. 

“Ag the courts had adjourned Mrs. Rap- 
pold could not get a warrant, but will prob- 


ably do so today.” ‘ 


EMIL HARRIS’S STATEMENT. 

Capt. Emil Harris was seen last evening 
by a representative of Tne Times, and 
when asked if the statements published in 
the Chronicle had any foundation he re- 
plied: 

“As far as my having in any way at- 
tempted to deprive the lady of her lot is 
concerned there is not the slightest ground 
tor even suspicion. I looked up the lady’s 
property-tax and it cost me one dollar to 
find out the condition it was in. The result 
I reported to Mr. Metzler in San Francisco, 
and [ suppose he reported it to the lady. 
“lf she wants to investigate I will put up 
$500 with Tue ‘Times, if she will come 
down here and look the matter over, and if 
the property isin my name she can have 
the money.’’

Orange-raising in Lower California, 
iReport of Consul Viosea, of La Paz.| 
The best variety of orange grown 
here is the Castillian, Naranja de 
Castilla, which is supposed to have 
been introduced in early days by the 
Spaniards. There are also produced 
in limited quantities the Mandarin, 
Pear and King oranges. There are 
growing here six species of the citrus 
family: Citron, shaddock, large lemon, 
limes, sweet limes and King orange. 
The Lima Chichona, or sweet teat lime, 
weighs from twelve to fourteen ounces 
and is very delicious. The King orange 
is the result of grafting a scion upon a 
sweet lime tree, and scions from that on 


this are then grafted on the common 
orange tree. ‘The resulting orange 
weighs from four to five pounds, ana 
is very delicate and sweet-flavored, 
being exempt from acid. Oranges 
are grown at San Antonio, San 
José and La Paz, An- 
tonio being fifty-six miles from sea, 
while the others are ports of entry. 
Level, alluvial, sandy soil is consid- 
ered the best. Average temperature 
85° to 60° Fahrenheit. The rainy 
season is from July to October. 


a shaddock tree, and scions taken from: 


Irrigation is frequent, being practiced 
the year around. Trees are trane- 
planted in September and February. 
Cleaning is done in December. Ma- 
nure is used as a fertilizer. Young 
trees are set in large holes, which con- 
tain alternate layers of bone, clay, ma- 
nure and sub-soil. Trees branch low, 
superfluous and weak woodcut away 
to allow circulation of air. Oranges 
ripen in November, They are cured 
by burying them separately under four 
to five inches of dry sand ina shady, 
well-ventilated place fora month or 
two. When taken out they will look 
fresh and keep six months. Fruit for 
shipment is wrapped in paper. Orange 
trees are planted twenty feet apart; 
lemons fifteen feet; limes twenty feet. 
Orange trees are propagated by seed, 
root shoots and branch cuttings. 
Fruiting begins five to six years from 
seed. No pestsor diseases excepting 
some seasons an insect the shape of a 
stick, called manteca, which is easil 
removed, and sometimes worms th 
shape of a teredo attack the roots and 
destroy the tree.
